FOURTEEN TERRIBLY MUTILATED 
_* BODIES RECOVERED. 


4 Only Two Escaped With Their Lives— 

eS The Second Explosion in the Same 
Mine Within a Month—List of the En- 
tombed Men-—The Work of Searchers 
Impeded by Dangerous Fire Damp— 
Other Casualties. 


 Bostrx, Wash., May 11.—A gas explosion 
joccurred at 1 0’clock yesterday afternoon, in 
the slope of No. 2mine at this place. The 
‘men had changed shifts and forty-eight men 
gre supposed to have been killed. The ex- 
occurred 2,000 feet from the entrance 
Jand the progress of a rescuing party was 
stopped 800 feet from the entrance. A rope- 
rider anda boy escaped on an outcoming 
car and they are the only ones that escaped. 
The mines are owned by the Northern Pacific 
and supply that road with coal.

CAMDEN, N. J., May 10.—Jas. Morton alias 
Moulton, the colored man who was charged 
with murdering Mrs. Ann Lyda Wyatt, an old 
colored woman who lived in his house, has 
made a full confession. He said that he 
wished to possess the old woman’s money, 
and that he had therefore offered to sell her 
to medical students withthe idea that they 
would kili her when they wantedto. All the 
students to whom he offered the woman dead 
or alive refused. The idea of killing the 
woman possessed Morton’s mind,and Mon- 
day eo when they quarrelied he con- 
cluded that it would be a good time to put his 
idea into execution, and the killing followed, 
the weapon being the old woman’s Cane. 


ELECTROCUTIONS DATED. 

ALBANY, N. Y., May 3*%—Three electrocu- 
tions are set down in the State prisons during 
the week commencing May 16. The con- 
demned are Joseph S. Tice, at Auburn prison; 
Charles Wright, at Dannemora, and Henry 
C. Fanning, at Sing Sing. The judgments 
against both Tice and Fanning have been 
affirmed by the Court of Appeals, but the 
case of Wright has not been passed upon by 
the court. Warden Thayer, of Clinton prison, 
has been served with a notice of an appeal 
in the Wright case. Fanning’s counsel has 
applied to Gov. Flower for a commutation of 
the sentence to imprisonment for life, and 
the Governor will give a hearing on the 
application on Thursday.

They Are in Desperate Straits for a 
Candidate. 


EX-SPEAKER REED THEIR ONLY AVAIL- 
ABLE MAN. 


Efforts to Overcome Blaine’s Antagonism 
—John Sherman Is Cold, Coy and Reluc- 
tant—Palmer and Hili the Latest Sug- 
gestion fora Democratic Ticket—Gen- 
eral Political News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May i11.—The anti- 
Harrison men are still in desperate straits for 
a candidate. Ex-Senator Platt and Senator 
Quay had about concluded to take up Senator 
Sherman, but they have discovered that 
Sherman can create no enthusiasm. In order 
to kno®k out Harrison some candidate must 
be brought forward who has a popular hold 
onthe masses and can stampede the con- 
vention. The only man, in the opinion of the 
anti-Harrisen Republican politicians, who 
can succeed in this place of Mr. Blaine is ex- 
Speaker Reed. Reed has the qualifications 
of a good candidate and would be just 
the man to capture the nomination, 
only that he has the bitter enmity of Secre- 
tary Blaine. Mr. Blaineand Mr. Reed have 
hated each other for years. Reed thinks he 
is just as able a man as the Secretary of 
State, and has fora long time refused to take 
orders from him, while Mr. Blaine regards 
this asa proof of presumption on the part of 
the ex-Speaker, If arrangements can be 
made to have Blaine and Reed make up,there 
is a chance that the ex-Speakercan be nom- 
inated. Ever since Mr. Platt was over here 
the greatest kind of efforts have been made 
to uring Mr. Reed and Mr. Blaine together. 
The ex-Speaker is very anxious to make up 
with Mr. Blaine, in view of his present ambi- 
tion, and is willing to make any kind of con- 
cessions. Congressman Hilt, Who is an inti- 
mate personal friend of both the Secretary 
of State and the ex-Speaker, has been trying 
for nearly a week now to bring about a 
reconciliation. Congressman Boutelle and 
other members ofthe Maine delegation have 
also gone to Mr. Blaine and almost implored 
him to bury the hatchet. Quay and Cameron 
have also broached the subject to Mr, Blaine, 
but the Plumed Knight is unrelenting and 
refuses even to entertain the suggestion, so 
there is little prospect that Reed can be 
taken up as the anti-Harrison candidate. 
Mr. Blaine is reported to have said to one of 
these gentlemen that as long as he is alive 
he proposes to be the only man from Maine. 

Mr. Piatt's conference last Saturday night 
was not at Mr. Quay’s house but that of Sen- 
ator Cameron, and those gentlemen 
were the only ones present. Platt is said to 
have started out withthe blunt statement 
that he was unalterably against Harrison, 
Mr. Blaine was first choice, but the state- 
ment was made in the conference onthe au 
thority of a close personal friend of Mr. 
Blaine, that before the meeting of the Minne- 
apolis convention aletter would be penned 
by him supplementaito the one which he 
wrote to Mr. Clarkson, and which would 
make it absolutely useless for his friends to 
attempt to make a candidate of him. 

After the matter was fully talked over it 
was decided to send an agent to Ohio, not to 
have Foraker promise to nominate Sherman 
in the convention, as has been stated, but to 
see whether he and his friends would agree 
to give Sherman the honor and loyal sup- 
port. Mr. Platt was particularly friendly to 
sherman, and when senator Hiscock’s state- 
ment that he should vote forthe President’s 
renomination was quoted to him, Mr. Platt 
remarked that Hiscock’s support amounted 
to very little atany rate and that perhaps it 
would be well for the New York Senator to 
Bo a little slow, 

A correspondent of a paper telegraphed his 
paper an interview with John Sherman, 
apropos of ex-Senator Platt’s announcement 
in Nashville yesterday that he considered 
Senator John Sherman a very strong candi- 
date for President. The meat of the inter- 
view is given: 

Senator, does the frequent allusion to 
your own name asa presidential preference 
affect you appreciably?’’ 

„On, no, he answered. I am all over 
the hailucination. Ido not expect the nomi- 
nation or give myself concern about it. 

‘*‘Suppose those who desire Harrison’s de- 
feat make the effort at Minneapolis, then 
what?’’ 

do not know. My judgment is that Har- 
rison will be nominated on the first baliot. 
If he is not I can then see he isin danger. If 
he is not nominated on the first ballot the 
convention may go nolens volens to Blaine. 
Iam not expecting the nomination; doing 
nothing to promote it. My name will not be 
mentioned im the convention unless Mr. Har- 
rison is defeated and the delegates are seek- 
as another man. laminnosense a candli- 

ate.’’ 


WON T WORK FOR HARRISON. 

NEW YORK, May 11.—Nothing is now want- 
ing to convince Republicans that Platt is in 
the fight against Harrison’s renomination 
with his coat off, and that he means to stay 
in to the finish. Not only this, but if Mr. 
Harrison is made the choice of the Minneapo- 


lis convention both Platt and Warner Miller 
will drop out of the campaign in this State. 
They will refuse point blank to have anything 
to do with the campaign, and will let the ad- 
ministration carry this State if it can without 
their assistance. The machine will be turned 
over to Messrs. Tracy and Hiscock, Willis and 
Cornelius N. Bliss. They will constitute 
New York’s new ‘‘big four.’’ Dr. Depew 
will not be retained on the rolls, except 
as an honorary member. The decision of 
Mr. Platt and Mr. Miller tostep aside in the 
event of Harrison’s nomination was made 
shortly before the Albany convention. 
Neither one believes that Mr. Harrison can 
be re-elected and — * are not willing to take 

art in what they believe to be a losing fight. 

t Mur. Harrison is nominated he must rely 
upon bis friends to carry the State. All that 
Platt and Miller will do, it is understood, will 
be to go to the polls on election day and 
vote. 

The success with which Mr. Tracy, Mr. His- 
cock, Mr. Willisand Mr, Bliss have met with 
in manipulating the Republican politics of 
this State is not such as toinspire much con- 
fidence in them. 

The threat contained inthe announcement 
that Platt and Miller will refuse to doany- 
thing to further the election of Mr. Harrison 
in the event of his nomination will be used 
for all that it is worth at Minneapolis. 

In connection with Platt’s recent 
Washington and conference with Quay and 
other leaders of the revolt against Harrison, 
it is understood that the most discouraging 
feature of the incident to the President's 
friends is the fact that Vice-President Morton 
dined with Mr. Platt and conferred with him 
fortwo hours. They know that Mr. Morton 
did not go at the President’s instance, and it 
is hardly presumable that the Vice-President 
would undertake to act as a peacemaker be- 
tween the two men without first advising 
himself as to the President's attitude toward 
Mr. Platt. The gloomy assumption of the 
Harrison men, therefore, is that Mr. Morton 
has joined his New York associates and shares 
their views of the President's unavailability 
as a candidate.

THE LATEST SUGGESTION FOR A DEMOCRATIC 
TICKET. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., May 11.— Palmer and 
Hin.“ The suggestion came from a Repub- 
lican, Hon. Fred S. Gibbs of New York. But 
it is the latest combination talked by the 
Hill men.

They are only three seats apart, but 
the absence of cordidlity was so strongly 
marked that itexcitedthe attention of the 
gallery. Yesterday the press gallery wit- 
nessed a littie scene through the door of the 
Senate cl -room. Senator Palmer entered 
from the Senate chamber, when Senator Hill, 
who was reclining on a sofa, rose quickly and 

eted the [Illinois Senator effusively. 
They were then observed to Walk away arm 
in arm, chatting pleasantly. Senator Bar- 
bour of Virginia, who is Hill’s trusted lieu- 
tenant in the ld Dominion, is Senator 
Palmer’s ‘‘chum,’’ so to speak. The Virginia 
solon occuples a seat next to Palmer, and the 
two white-haired Senators exchange remin- 
iscences of war times and swap stories. 
Senator Barbour is credited with bringing 
about the pleasant relations between Senator 
Palmer and his New York colleagues.

GOV. FLOWER’S FRIEWDS AOCPFVE—HILL’S FIRST 
EFFORT. 


New YoOrK, May 11.—Daniel Griffin, a Water- 
town (N. Y.) lawyer, is a neighbor of Gov. 
Flower. He made the speech nominating 
him and was placed in the Democratic Com- 
mittee as the Governor’s representative yes- 
terday afternoon. Mr. Griffin had a long 
conference with Grover Cleveland in the ex- 
President's office in the Mills Bullding. It 
was said that this conference was arranged 
by Mr. Flower to learn how Mr. Cleveland 


felt toward him as acandidatein case Mr. 
Cleveland could not get the nomination him- 
self. Mr. Flower’s friendsare arguing that 
as both the Cleveland and Hill factions came 
together last fall to elect him Governor, they 
could be induced to do so again to nominate 
him for President. It could not be learned 
from Mr. Griffin whether or not the meetin 
between him and the ex-President resulte 
sagisiactory. . 


CONVENTION DETAILS. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., May 11.—The trans- 
portation committee, looking after the Re- 
publican National Convention business has 
issued an important circular regarding the 
checking of baggage by delegates and others 
coming to the convention, the object being 


to avoid delay in handiing. It is suggested 
that small baggage be carried, that all vag- 
gage be marked for quicker identification, 
that those going to St. Faul or to any of tne 
suburbs of the two cities check their bag- 
gage, that clubs and special trains appointa 
committee to look after their baggage, that 
the transfers agents will be allowed to se- 
cure baggage on the trainand that all sug- 
gestions are made simply for the convenience 
of visitors. 


HILL’S FIRST EFFORT. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., May 11.—Senator Hill 
will make his first oratorical effort in the

HORACE BOIES. 


Iowa’s Favorite Son Receives a 
Hearty Indorsement. 


The Tariff Reform Issue Far in the 
Lead. 


HARMONIOUS AND ENTHUSIASTIC MEET 
ING OF HAWKEYE DEMOCRATS. 


The Governor’s Portrait Seen in All the 
Decorations at Council Bluffs—Tremen- 
dous Outburst of Applause atthe Men- 
tion of His Name—The Proceedings in 
Detail— New Hampshire Democrats— 
The Minor Conventions. 


4 Councit BTLurrs, Io., May 11.—The largest 


Democratic Convention in the history of the 
State of Iowa assembled in this city this 
forenoon. Every county in the State was 
represented and over 800 delegates crowded 
into the little hall, which afforded but inade- 
quate accommodation for the regular party 
representatives and left no room at all for 
the thousand or more enthusiastic 
laymen who had assembled to add 
vigor to the presidential boom of 
lowa’s favorite son. The convention. was 
disticctly a Boies assemblage. Every dele- 
gate seemed thoroughly imbued with the 
spirit of the occasion and to realize that 
united and vigorous action was necessary in 
order to onvince the nation that Iowa is in 
earnestin her presentation of Horace Boles 
as presidential candidate. Badges bearing 
the inscription: ‘‘For President of the 
United States, Horace Boles, adorned the 
breasts of hundreds of delegates and 
even mention of ‘the name of 
the popular Governor was the 
signal for tumultuous cheers. In the decora- 
tions of thecity the portrait of the Iowa 
candidate was met at every corner, and at 
conspicuous places the familiar features of 
the Hawkeye Governor beamed benignantly 
down upon the delegates. 

Promptly at 10:30 o’clock Chairman Charles 
D. Fulton ofthe State Central Committee 
called the convention to order and prayer 
was Offered up for Democratic success by the 
Rev. E. J. Babcock of Pottawatomie. 

S. B. Wadsworth of Council Bluffs, Chair- 
man of the County Committee, welcomed the 
delegates to the city in a speech abounding 
with poetry and containing frequent refer- 
ence to lIowa’s qualities, to her farms and 
fields, hills and dales, forests and flowers, 
and the peculiarly sweet songs of Iowa’s 
birds in springtime. All this was received 
rather coldly by the delegates, but when the 
speaker began making insinuating allusions 
to Grover Cleveland and Horace Boles the 
scene changed and Democratic cheers swept 
ove ther assemblage. 

There was a time,“ said the speaker, 
when all West of the Mississippi River was 
considered a barren worthles waste—a des- 
ert. In those days a few States in the East 
dictated the politics of the country. This 
power they have held as with an iron hand. 
No man living west of the Mississipp! River, 
with perhaps a single exception, has ever 
had the courage to try to run as a candidate 
on the national ticket. Times and condl- 
tions have changed, and ‘Westward the Star 
of the Empire has taken its way.’ The 
Democrats of the West recognize the sterling 
worth un questioned integrity and the honest 
purposes of him we laid down the broad 
principles of tariff reform and declared that 
a public omce is a public trust. They also 
recognize the unqusstionable record, the 
political sagacity, the unequivocal consecra- 
tion to the true principles of Democracy of 
him whose purpose political tricksters have 
been unable to foil, whom opposition threats 
have been unable to intimidate and who has 
proceeded to the proper pursuit of his pur- 
poses and plans, regardless alike of the fears 
of his friends and the sneers of his enemies.

lips, the pure heart and manly form of Hor- 
ace Boies, like Banquo’s ghost, will haunt 
ou through all the day dreams of your 
ives.’’ (Prolonged applause. )

ADVANCE IN TRUST STOCKS, 


Increase in the Price of St. Louis Trust 


Securites. 


The increase inthe demand for good in- 


vestment securities in St. Louis has been very 


marked within the last month, 
and this demand promises to grow 
rapidly. An indication that 18 


regarded as most significant by the brokers 
is the sharp advance in the price of the stock 
of the various trust companies. When these 
were first started many were inclined to look 
askance upon them, andthe stock ruled low. 
It has, however, steadily advanced, and 
this week took a remarkable shoot upward. 
The stock ofthe Mississippi Valley Trust Co., 
for instance, which two weeks ago sold at 55, 
is now 59 bid, with asked. Last week the 
Union Trust Co. stock sold at 116.

Trust Company, which last week sold at 
108%, is now 109 bid, 110 asked, and it is the 
general impression among brokers that the 
end has not yet been reached.

ARCHBISHOP IRELAND’S FRIENDS CLAIM 
A VICTORY FOR THEIR CHAMPION, 


Editor Pallen Says the Decision Is a 
Knock Out for Faribault and That the 
Archbishop of St. Paul Was Let Down 
Very Easily—Father Phelan Explains 
the Import of the Decision. 


There is a decided variance in the views 
taken by representative St. Louis Catholics of 
the Propaganda’s decision anent Archbishop 
Ireland’s school policy, Ireland's partisans 
maintain that it isa decided victory for their 


champion. Their opponents claim 
that the Fairbault system is re- 
pudiated, but in consideration 


for the personal worth and dignity of the 
Archbishop of St. Paul the Roman authorities 
have given a diplomatic decision to let him 
down gracefully. 

Last Friday Mr. Conde B. Pallen, editor of 
the Church Progress, the uncompromising 
opponent of the Faribault system, received a 
cablegram from Rome reading‘‘Faribault sys- 
tem condemned, special cases reserved. It 
was similar to one sent to Arch- 
bishop Corrigan of New York. Archbishop 
Corrigan’s cablegram was made public and 
Fr. I Phelan of thiscitytat once cabled to his 
friend Archbishop Ireland for an immediate 
reply. The answer came last evening, **Cor- 
rigan’s cable entirely false.’’ 

THZ ALLEGED VERDICT. 

The morning cables brings what purports 
to bea translation of the decision of the 
cardinals before whom the Fairbault system 
was tried. 

In special congregation of the propaganda held 
on the 2lst of April, 1892, the consideration of the

It was currently reported in 
Rome that he had the whole American hier- 
archy at his back, which is not the 
fact. The protest was called forth by 
Cardinal Gibbon’s letter to the Propaganda 
favoring Archbishop Ireland, It was pub- 
lished in the Civilta Cattolica on March 19, 
and as soon as made public in 
this country the seven archbishops 
prepared their protest repudiating 
any favor shown by them tothe Faribault 
plan. Hadit reached Rome beforc the Car- 
dinals’ decision was given Faribault would 
not have been given even a ‘tolerari potest.’ 
The gist of the Cardinals’ decision is this 
Instead of giving Archbishop Ireland a 
knock-out blow, they have let him down as 
easily as possible out of respect for his ex- 
alted position.’’ 

FATHER PHELAN TALKS. 

Rev. D. 8. Phelan, editcr of the Western 
Watchman, the friend and confidante of Arch- 
bishop Ireland, takes an entirely different 
view ofthe situation. Seen in the editorial 
sanctum this morning he was very jubilant 
over his friena’s victory. Of course, 
It is a triumph, he sald. His opponents 
have been claiming that the Faribault and 
Stillwater arrangement was Op- 
posed to Catholic doctrine and principle. 
Rome decides otherwise and says 
the experiment can be tolerated.’’ 

When asked to explain the significance of 
the term ‘‘tolerari potest, he answered: 

It is like the comparison good, better, 
best. Rome answers these questions in one 
of three ways, ‘licet’ when anything is en- 
tirely permissible, ‘permitti potest’ whenia 
thing is open to some objection, but can be 
permitted, and ‘tolerari potest’ when the 
church can not approve, but merely toler- 
ates. The experiment Archbishop Ireland 
tried at Faribault and Stillwater he advanced 
not as a solution of the educational problem

ABOUT DETECTIVES, 


False Idea as to Their Work, Which Is 
More Prosaic Than Romantic. 


From the Chicago Mail, 

‘*Selecting suitable men and training them 
for the detective business is not the easiest 
part of our work, said an old detective the 
other day. In fact, it isthe hardest thing 
we have to contend with to get honest, bright 
men whom wecan trustand rely upon. 0 
select our men from branches of human 
endeavor, and a rallroad brakeman, 
carpenter, store clerk or any man in 
the humblest walks of life is often 
found to make the Dest detective. The 
first question asked of an applicant is 
whether he can read and write. If he is not 
familiar with these common branches his 
application is at once thrown into the waste- 
basket, and he is told his services are not 
needed. On the other hand, if a bright 
young man comes into the office and pos- 
sesses these two qualities, he receives atten- 
tion, A blank application sheet is given 
him, and he writes out bis history trom 
childhood up. Thisis placedon file and he 
is told to call again. in the meantime his 
past life is most thoroughly investigated, and 
if the slightest | ged is discovered the applli- 
cation goes into the waste- basket. 

**The first work that is given toa new man 
is ‘shadowing.’ Thisconsistsin getting on 
the track of certain persons, keeping him in 
sight and watching his movements without 
letting him know it. This is the incipient 
branch of the business, and contrary to or- 
dinary ways of starting a man with the 
easiest work we give him the hardest. Usu- 
ally he is accompanied by one of the old men 
who are familiar with the work and who 
give him instructions. It does not take the 
experienced wan long to learn the ability of 
his scholar, and after twoor three trials he 
makes a report to the office. If the new man 
has shown any aptitude for the work he is 
at ogee placed on the salary list and given a 
0 


This ‘shadowing’ business is one of the 
most important branches of detective work, 
and to do it successfully requires the skill of 
an artist, and not one man out of halfa hun- 
dred is suitable for it. 

New men are watched carefully durin 
the first few months they are with us, an 
while many of them think — are full- 
fledged ‘shadowers’ a detective is on their 
heels all the tims watching their movements. 
They do not know this, as it would not doto 
let them know too much, It is an erroneous 
idea that a man in one department knows 
what is going on in the other. He 
knows nothing except his individual 
work, as the men are not allowed to talk to 
each other on matters pertaining to their 
business inany way. Neither are they al- 
lowed to enter the business office or commu- 
nicate with the clerical force. The work has 
been sharpened down to such a sharp point 
that a man can goto China and back, being 
gone for weeks ata time, and his most in- 
timate friend will never knowit. Of course 
his absence is noticed, but the men are so 
trained that they ask no questions. 

**‘When men take a position on our force 
they sign an iron-clad agreement never to 
— ney presents of money or jewelry that 
may be Offered them by people for whom they 
have accomplished a good job. This is done 
to prevent Our clients from saying that they 
are working for reward, and any man caught 
taking anything except his salary is sum- 
marily discharged. It often happens that 
after a detective has recovered a large 
amount of stolen jewelry, found some miss- 
ing friend or solved a murder mystery, he is 
offered a reward, and many times it is a large 
amount, but it throws discredit upon the 
force to have men accept such things, and we 
do not allow them to do it. 


BENJAMIN BREWSTER. 


His Reply to a Taunt Over the Disfigure- 
ment of His Face, 


From the Chicago Times. 

Here is an account, told by Henry J. Ers- 
Kine of Philadelphia ofthe only instance in 
which Benjamin H. Brewster, Attorney -Gen- 
eral of the United States during Gen. Arthur’s 
administration, was ever taunted in court of 
the disfigurement of his face. It occurred 
during the trial of an important suit in volv- 
ing certain franchise — of the Pennsyl- 
vania rallroadin Philadelphia. Mr. Brew- 
Ster was then the chief counsel ofthe 
Pennsylvania company. The trial was a bit- 
terly contested affair, and Brewster at every 
point got so much the best of the opposing 
counselthat by the time arguments com- 
menced his leading adversary was ina white 
heat. In denouncing the railroad company 
this lawyer with his voice tremulous 
with anger, exclaimed: ‘‘This grasping cor- 
poration isas dark, devious,and scarified in 
its methods as is the face of its chief attorney 
and henchman, Benjamin Brewster!’’ This 
violent outburst of rageand cruel invective 
was followed bya breathless stillness in the 
crowded court-room that was painful. Hun- 
dreds of pitying eyes were rivited on the 
poor, scarred face of Brewster, expecting to 
see him spring from bis chair and catch his 
heartless adversary by the throat. Never 
before had anyone referred to Mr. Brewster’s 
misfortune in such a way, or even in any 
terms, in his presence. Instead of springing 
at the man and killing him like a dog, as the 
audience thought was his desert, Mr. 
Brewster slowly arose and spoke some- 
thing like this to the court: ‘‘Your 
Honor, in all my career as a lawyer 
I bave never dealt in personalities; 
nor did I ever before feel called upon to ex- 

lain the cause of my physical misfortune, 

ut Iwill do so now. When a boy—and my 
mother, God bless her, said I was a pretty 
boy—when a little boy, while playing around 
an open fre one day witha little sister just 
a to toddle, she feil into the roaring 
flames. rushed to her rescue, pulled her 
out before she was seriously hurt, and fell 
into the fire myself. When they took me 
out of the coals my face was as black as that 
man’s heart.’’ The last sentence was spoken 
in a voice whose rage was that ot a lion.

LAXITY OF THE LAWS RESULTING IN 


RAPID EXTERMINATION. 


ABILENE, Kan., May 5.—The convention 
in Syracuse, N. Y., recently, looking toward 
better enforcement of the game laws wasa 
step inthe right direction, but not along 
enough one. The State of New York has ac- 


complished, perhaps, more than any other 


Commonwealth in actually preserving game, 
and its sportsmen have succeeded in induc- 
ing an enforcement of its game laws, but the 
West needs the same spirit present among its 
executors ofthe lawin orderto save what 
game it now has. The Western prairies and 
mountains will soon be stripped of all attrac- 
tion forsportsmen unless there is a senti- 
ment in favor of game enforcement evolved. 
The States of the Mississippi Valley have laws 
enough on their statute books, but there is 
no effort madeto obey them. The idea of 
evasion is present in every little hamlet and 
city. Duringthe season when quail cannot 
legally be killed in the States of Kansas, Mis- 
sourl and Nebraska there are tons of the 
pretty little creatures shipped from the 


country districts tothe city markets, and 
they are sold openly in the smaller places as 


well. There is no immediate danger oi the 
quail disappearing, but it will not take long 
to make them very scarce ifthe present rate 
of extirpation goes on. 

It does not takea very old settler of the 
States west of the Mississippito remember 
when grouse or prairie chicken were so com- 
mon that many families had their flesh for 
almost theironly meat. Now it isashrewd 


hunter who, even so far west as 
Central Kansas, find a bagful of the 
birds, unless he is on the practically 


virgin hunting grounds of the Indian Terri- 
tory. The reason is in the wholesale slaugh- 
ter that goes on twelve months in the year, 
unchecked and unquestioned. Not only legit- 
imate shooting is employed but nets, traps 
and every possible device for ending the 
race’s existence. 

Edward W. Sandys, one of the West’s noted 
sportsmen, has this to say of the question of 
needed protection to game of this kind: 
Some kinds of non-migratory game, such as 
several varieties of grouse, the turkey, quail, 
rabbit, etc., might easily be preserved for all 
time if afforded a reasonable amount of pro- 
tection. Prairie chicken, rough grouse, 
quail, etc., can stand a comparatively close 
settlement of the country; certainly one 
as close as the agricultural regions of the 
West willadmit of, and still thrive and in- 
crease rapidly in numbers provided the rate 
of their destruction by means of firearms is 
so restricted as to maintain a proper balance 
between the production and destruction. 
Already the number of the sportsmen has in- 
creased so astonishingly that only the most 
carefully planned and thoroughly enforced 
legislation, aided by a manly forbearance on 
the part of the sportsmen themselves in kill- 
ing game, can possibly prevent a too rapid 
destruction and eventual extermination. It 
would be wise, according to my judgment, 
to prohibit the sale of grouse of all kinds and 
quail for say three years. This would give a 
fair idea of how much the market shooters 
are responsiole for the decrease of our game 
and should so lessen the annual slaughter as 
to givethe birds every chanceto increase. 
One has but to note the thousands of pounds 
offorbidden flesh brought into the smaller 
towns out of season’’ to see the need of 
general legislation on the subject. 

The present system of haphazard laws that 
are about as likely to miss as hit, is wrong. 
On staten Island, for instance, no one not 
a resident of the county can take game out 
of its precincts. Similar laws are in effect 
in North and South Carolina and Arkansas, 
and sportsmen rightly believe that these reg- 
ulations are in the spirit of the old blue laws, 
and not being enforced themselves tend to 
decrease respect for all enactments regarding 
the preservation of game. 

The South Carolina Legislature has a bill 
before it to change the law, and will probably 
adopt it. In Virginia and Kentucky new 
game laws are also proposed. In Pennsyl- 
vania there isa widespread interest in the 
pee of game inthe Allegheny region. 

he Warden law of that State has not been a 
success in stopping illegal fishing in the rich 
streams of that section. While in a few 
cases the water bailiffs have managed to cut 
up nets the loss of game has been enormous. 
There seems absolutely no adequate protec- 
tion, as the State refuses to appropriate 
money to pay the water bailiffs, hence there 
is almost perfect immunity. The little pro- 
tection thatis secured is the result of sur- 
veillance maintained by employes of the rich 
— in the water regions of the Keystone 

tate. 

In Maryland each county has its own law, 
and 1 ask the odd question: Is it 

ssible that the game of Maryland have 
hirty odd seasons for breeding—one for 
every county?’’ Maine has a new law, bit it 
is not yet enforced as it should be, and in 
regard to fish particularly, it is in much the 
same condition as the State of Pennsylvania. 

No State in the Union has a perfect set of 
game laws. New Jersey’s provision, which 
makes every member of a fish cluba con- 
Stable, has perhaps had as salutary an 
effect asany, though there is dissatisfaction 
expressed and bad practices reported. 

In the list of larger game, such as elk, buf- 
falo and deer, the same story is applicable, 
only with greater force, as these large 
animals are less able to evade the hunters, 
who roam everywhere. The buf- 
falo, as is well known, are al- 
most exterminated, though not perhaps 
so nearly soas many imagine. The famous 
scout, Burgess, whois attached to the post 
in the National Park, says that there have 
been some very satisfactory results from 
Capt. Apperson’s attempt at the extirpation 
of the trapping poacher. This class of game 
destroyers have absolutely no conselence. 
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was lowered, every tail erect and as irre- 
sistibly asa mighty army it rushed upon the 
cattle. 
brutes, of roars of pain and savage attack 
and then the buffaloes had passed on accom- 
panied by several hundred of the venture- 
some steers.

A CHARITABLE OPPORTUNITY. 


In Saturday’s Post-DIsPATcCH there was 
an appeal from an ex-convict who signed 
his name as MALCOLM C. WALKER. He 
frankly confessed that he had been in 
prison fortwenty years, but said he had 
reformed and was willing to do any kind 
of work to earn an honest living. He says 
he finds it impossible to get employment 
on account of his past record and lack of 
**character.’’ In yesterday’s Posr-Dis- 
PATCH appeared another letter from 
WALKER in which he writes that he has 
received no offers of work and complains 
that the American people take little stock 
in reformed convicts and while readily re- 
sponding to foreign appeals for aid few are 
willing to help a failen brother. 

Whatever ground there may be for com- 
plaint of the kind ex-Convict WALKER 
makes it does not come with good grace 
from him, Hecannot cavil at his fellow 
men for not trusting him or his professions 
of reform, because he has given them 
strong reason to distrust him. He 
has forced society to keep him be- 
hind prison bars for twenty years 
by successive convictions in order to 
protect itself against him. According to 
his own confession he was in prison not 
for one term or for one offense but for sev- 
eral terms and several offenses. He has 
shown utter disregard for law and honor 
and has done his best to destroy that faith 
of men in their fellows of which he com- 
plains. His case is one of many similar 
ones, and there are doubtless many who 
would gladly do something for such fallen 
brothers but are deterred by fear of being 
deceived, of being made the victims of un- 
scrupulous rascals. This fear is largely 
implanted in them by the conduct of the 
men who fill the prisons, so that ex-Convict 
WALKER and others of his kind merely 
reap the harvest of their own sowing 
when having suffered the penalty of their 
wrong doing they endeavor to turn again 
to right living and find their way barred 
by distrust. 

But despite these facts WALKER repre- 
sents a genuine hardship and calls atten- 
tion to a weak spot in our social organiza- 
tion and scheme of charity. We provide 
ample means for the punishment of wrong- 
doers, but insufficient means for their rec- 
lamation. Doubtless many {convicts 
have come out of prison with a determin- 
ation to live honestly, but have found 
all avenaoes to permanent reform closed by 
a wall of suspicion and aversion and they 
have been compelled to steal or starve. 
There should be some means provided by 
which convicts desirous of reforming can 
find a way of earning a living and re-es- 
tablishing themselves in the confidence of 
others. Sometimes it is the highest and 
most beneficial act of charity to put trust 
in a fallen man or woman, and the case of 
WALKER may afford an opportunity to do 
an act of substantial service to humanity, 
The honest basis upon which he has placed 
himself gives a presumption of the honesty 
of his purpose. Is there no one in St. Louis 
willing to risk something for charity’s 
sake?

Mr. Childs talks much better in conversa- 
tion than he does ina speech.

Mr. Childs was asked what he considered 
the distinguishing feature of his long career’ 
in newspaper work. 

That I have never written a word derog- 
atory to anewspaper man,’’ said he, ‘‘or 
any other man forthat matter, Competitors 
have assailed me often, of course, but their 
attacks I haveignored. I have never written 
a line that 1 could wish to recall fl were 
dying. 

About the printers Mr. Childs says: 1 
belleve in organized labor. Sometimes it 
does harm, of course, but it does vastly more 
good. Labor must organize for self protec- 
tion, just as capital does, and it has the same 
right to. I believe in making it comfort- 
able for the printers. They earn comfort. 
lf our printers were not organized they 
would not now be earning one-half what 
they do. I am paying my printers now 
$1,000 a month more than the union scale de- 
mands. They cameto mein 1876 when the 
scale was lowered by the National Union and 
told me they were ready to work for 5 cents 
less per 1,000 ems than ttiey had been recelv- 
ing. Itold them no; I was willing to make a 
fair division of profite. A printer in our of- 
fices never resigns and seldom dies. 

When Mr. Childs’ employes get sick or too 
old to work he pensionsthem at full pay. 
He has many pensioners on the list. 


The Fairest Tax.

Ultimately, of course, every man helps to 
pay the taxes, no matter by what process 
they are levied. Thetask of the legislative 
power is so to place them that their collec- 
tion shall work the least possible hardship 
and especially the least possible embarrass- 
ment to industry and trade. 

For that purpose the graduated income tax 
is well-nigh ideal, It lays its impost upon 
accumulated wealth, not upon the process 
by which wealth is produced. It taxes su- 
perfluity, not necessity; property, not indus- 
try: Especially it compels corporations to 
pay their fair share of tribute, either directly 
or in the person of their stockholders, a 
thing which corporations under existing tax 
laws mainly manage to escape. 

The income tax is the very fairest and least 
burdensome device open to us by which to 
raise the money made necessary by OCongres- 
sional extravagance and reckless adminis- 
trative squandering.

In fact, that war in itself acted as a 
protective tariff by stopping all commerce 
between Europe and America. After the war 
the people all declared that they were poor 
and again wanted the commerce of which the 
war had deprived them. 

The first tariff for revenue tax was levied 
in 1789, and averaged from 5 
to 7 per cent. ad valorem. Under this 
low tariff the people prospered amazingly. 

In 1808 the embargo law went into effect, 
Killing our commerce and forcing us to em- 
ploy our own workingmen and to encourage 
our home industries, with the result that the 
people of New England were almost reduced 
to starvation, their business ruined, and 
a were poorer than ever. 

The war of 1812 again protected us. The 
English blockaded all our ports and com- 
— us to produce all ourown goods. John 

zull most effectively stopped the Hood of 
foreign goods, yet, strange to say, then the 
people hated the English for protecting our 

ome industries, while now some of them 
bless those who do the same thing. 

When we doit ourselyes, at our own ex- 
pense, blessed be the tariff! It is the founda- 
tion of all our prosperity! But when England 
does it for us, free of charge, then cursed be 
England, for ‘she is ruining our prosperity! 

Between 1700 and 1760 American wages were 
so much higher than elsewhere that during 
that period more than 30,000 Germans actually

ing from five to seven years, simply to pay 
their passage to this country, in order that, 

at the end of their seven years’ slavery, they 
might participate inthe high wages paid in 
this country.

BERLIN, May 11.—The details of a remark- 
able scene inthe Barracks of the Emperor 
Francis Joseph Regiment last Saturday night 
when Emperor William was entertained ata 
banquet in the officers’ casino were made 
public to-day. The Emperor drank freely, 
but spoke of the necessity ofa soidier’s for- 
getting during his service that he had any 
duties except those to his war lord and coun. 
try. Finally the Emperor called a private at 


the entrance: 

„Call in Leureck. 
say to him. 

To most of the omcers the words were a 
complete surprise, as Luereck is the sentry 
who killed one citizen and severely wounded 
another before the barracks in the 
Wranglestrasse six weeks ago. The 
case had been investigated, and Leureck at 
the Emperor’s instance had been promoted 
to be Lance Corporal. The shooting and pro- 
motion caused a storm of indignation 
throughout the Empire. The Emperor ex- 
plained to the officers that he wasabout to 
reward the Lance Corporal and wished all 
the officers present to show respect for the 
young man. When Luereck entered the 
officers and guests followed the Emperor in 
rising and Luereck was ordered to stand fac- 
ing his sovereign. The Emperor then took 
his seat, and while the rest stood, addressed 
Luereck thus: 

Luereck, you area splendid soldier, You 
maintained, as a sentry of the Third Regi- 
ment of the Guards in the Wranglestrasse, 
the best traditions of my army, its disci- 
pline and honor. I hope that every soldier 
will follow your example on similar occa- 
sions, and will have the same clear under 
standing of his duties toward me, my army 
and himself. Luereck, youarean honor to 
your regiment and your merits shall not go 
unrewarded.’’ 

Ihe Emperor ordered that a glass of wine 
be given to Iuereck, and all present under 
the command of the Emperor drank to 
Leureck. The Emperor gave his portrait, 
bearing his autograph, to Leureck. The lance 
corporal saluted and was ailowed to retire. 
This astounding scene was kept secret, as 
the opinion of all present was that the young 
war lord had done an exceedingly unpolitic 
act and that the country was hardly in a 
condition to discuss it calmly. 


VENEZUELA REBEL LION. 


I have something to 


NO MATERIAL CHANGE—A DECISIVE BATTLE 
IMMINENT. 

BARCELONA, Venezuela, May 11.—The situa- 
tion in Venezuela is not materially changed. 
Desertions from the government continue. 
The deserters are principally peasants and 
laborers recently conscripted. Several skir- 
mishes have taken place between the ad- 
vanced posts of the revolutionists and the 
government forces, but there have been no 
important fights reported since the battle of 
Palito, in which the troops sent out from 
Puerto Cabello by Palacio’s general were 
defeated. At Laguayra and Puerto Cabello 
all is quiet at present and there is no longer 
any difficulty in discharging or loading car- 
goes. The normal condition of affairs is 
largely restored. Nodefinite news has been 
received from the seat of the revolution, It 
is generally supposed, however, that the 
cause of rebellion is progressing favorably. 

In all likelihood, the next big battle will be 
fought at La Victoria. The Revolutionists 
surround that town on all sides, preventing 
communication between it and Caraca’s. 
Palacio’s troops cannot render any aid to the 
besiegedtown. Crespo’s men occupy all the 
commanding heights around La Victoria. 

The lull now existing cannot last long. 
Crespo continues to receive arms and ammu- 
nition. When a full supply shall have been 
obtained he will assume the offensive. Until 
now he has been contentto maintain his po- 
sition around Valencia and La Victoria. 


THE SILVER CONFERENCE. 


ENGLAND HAS ACCEPTED AND WILL SEND A 
REPRESENTATIVE. 

LonpdoN, May 11.—England has accepted 
the invitation of the United States to the bil- 
metallic conference. It is understood that 
Engiand will be governed in this conference 
by the same policy which marked her action 
at the former international gathering on this 
subject. Her delegates will listen to all sug- 
gestions offered, but will not permit them- 
selves to be in any way bound by the uction 
of the convention. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


LABOR TROUBLES AT LODZ—CUBAN SUGAR 
DUTIES—BRIEFS. 2 

WARSAW, May 11.—The excitement caused 
by the labor troubles at Lodz and the attend- 
ant Jew baiting there has not yet abated, 
though there is no fear of a renewal of the 
disorders. The authorities have taken active 
steps to punish the rioters, and it is believed 
that the punishment inflicted upon the ring- 
leaders will have a salutary effect upon those 
who are inclined to make trouble. It is 
thought that the rioting was due to social- 
istic agitation, and acting upon this belief 
the authorities have expelled 300 foreign 
workmen from Lodz. Forty of the leading 
rioters, including a numberof socialist agi- 
tators, have been sentenced to long terms in 
prison. 

The Imperial Council has decided to admit 
Jews to municipal franchises. 


CUBAN SUGAR DUTIES. 

HAVANA, May 11.—A committee composed 
of representatives of all the economic corpo- 
rations on this island, after a conference, in 
which the matter was fully considered, have 
wired to the Spanish Cortes a message pe- 
titioning that the duties imposed on sugar 
and alcohol in Cuba bethe same as those in 
force in Spain. The petition is universally 
favored by the people, and is supported by 
botn political parties of Cuba. 


BELGIAN CONSTITUTION REVISION. 
BRUSSELS, May 11.—The Chamber of Depu- 
ties decided by a vote of 181 to 7 to revise the 
constitution and greatiy increase the elector- 
ate. Belgium is now free from the shackles 
of the constitution which Europe hailed as a 
model of liberalism at the time of its maugu- 
ration, but which had since become oid- 
fashioned and almost reactionary in view of 
the political progress elsewhere. The result 
produces great pleasure here, 


STEAMER DISABLED. 
May 11.—The French steamer 
508 tons, trading in the

HUSHED IT UP. 


A Shooting Affair at Myer, Bannerman 
& Co.’s Store Which Was Kept Quiet. 


About one hour after the employes in the 
Myer, Bannerman & Co. harness and saddlery 
wholesale house, on Sixth street and Lucas 
avenue, had resumea work last Saturday, the 
whole house was thrown into excitement by 
the descharge of a pistol on 
the first floor. The army of employes 
rushed to the scene only to find young 
Simeon Myer flourishing a smoking revolver 
in one hand andthe form ofa man disappear- 
ing down a flight of stairs. After some dim- 
culty young Myer was disarmed and taken 
to the Third District Police Station. The 
matter was hushed up, the police 
officer who made the arrest, the sar- 
geant and every employe in the house 
were requestea to give no information in re- 
gard totheaffairto any one. A Fosr- Dis- 
PATCH reporter was put to work 
on the case and when Mr. Meyer 
this morning, he knew 
nothing of the affair and Mr. Bannerman was 
ignorant ot any trouble at all, claiming that 
no difficulty had been experienced 
in the building on Saturday, or at 
any other time recently. The employes 
hearü of such a thing, but they had instruce 
tions to keep what they knew to themselves. 
The cat was finally let out of the bag, how- 
ever, and the story runs in this wise:. Two 
years ago Myer, Bannerman & Co. es- 

Stablished a branch house in Memphis, 
Tenn., known as the Memphis Saddlery Co., 
and put in charge of it Simeon Myer and his 
father. The investment proved a bad one, 
and after losing money for some months 
in it, Myer, Bannerman & Co. sent Simeon 
Suers of this city to Memphis to wind up the 
business, which he did. Young Myer became 
angered because Suess was sent out to wind 
up the business, claiming that he 
wrecked his future prosperity and seperated 
him from the only girl on earth that he loved. 
Two months ago simeon Myer arrived 
from Memphis, and was given a position 
in the establishment, and was thrown with 
Suess more or less every day. On Saturday 
last young Myer lald for his ene! 
my, and when Suess entered the puildin% 
he took deliberate aim and shot directly a 
his head, the ball hardly missing the mark. 
When Myer shot he muttered: ‘‘I will teach 
him how to interfere with my affairs, and 
separate me from my girl.“ Mr. Suess, to 
a reporter for the Post-DIsPaTCH, denied 
that he had ever been a third party in a 
love-making affair and was not aware 
that Myer ever kept company with any young 
lady. Heclaims that Myer was angry at him 
for winding up the affairsof the company 
in Memphis, and nothing more. Mr. 
Myer ofthe firm of Meyer, Bannermann & 
Co., stated to a PostT- DISPATC H reporter that 
Simeon Myer was his cousin, but he thought 
him temporarily insane at the time of the 
shooting; that he never was of any account, 
and that he was done with him. 

No charge was preferred against the young 
offender on account of the prominence of 
his relatives, and on Saturday night he was 
givena ticket and shipped off to Chicago.

Anderson Fuqua, an old resident of the 
city, applied fora warrant to-day charging 
August Oellerman of No. 1514 Franklin 
avenue with false affidavit.

[KNOUT AND SABER. 


Cracow, Galicia, April 10, 1892.—If one 
could first approach Cracow from the north, 
filled with the sentimental romance of Polish 
heroic memories, and have in mind the Po- 
land and Cracow ofthat time when Cracaw 
wasthe residence of Polish sovereigns, a 
view ofthe ancient city would be one of 
great impressiveness. 

Atany distance from this direction, 
Structural seeming is one 
impaired splendor. Its many 
spires, quaint and huge-peaked 
spacious palaces and dark old towers, are 
clustered in great profusion around the 
Wavel Rock, on which stands the castle of 
Zamek, the former royal castle of Poland. 
At its base the dragon of the cave, which 
nolsome hole may still be seen, was killed by 
Krak, the Cadmus of Poland. At the city’s 
southern side can be seenthe gleaming wa- 
ters of the blue Vistula, which almost encir- 
cles the olden town. The splendid Vistula 
vale stretches fair and far beyond. And the 
southern horizon isa serrated edge of misty 
blue where, over against sunny Hungary,rise 
the peaksof wild Tatra andthe grand Car- 


pathian range. 

But splendid as is this first seeming the 
ancient city of kings, cathedrals and uni- 
versities is nowsimplya gorgeous shell of 
stone, swarming with a population the 
most miserable and seemingly hopeless 
human eyes ever beneld. The city once held 
from 80,000 to 100,000 souls and was the com- 
mercial as well as royal capital of Poland, Its 
desertion and degradation reached an ap- 
parent lowest ebba quarter of a century 
since. Subsequently Austrian reforms, and 
the general improvement of the condition of 
the Galician Polish peasantry, and especially 
the stimulating effect of the excellent devel- 
opment in agriculturaland the mineral and 
petroleum fieids of Galicia, reawakened 
some of its old time commercial activity. 

But this fell away again as Lemberg gradu- 
ally became the commercial capital of Gali- 
cla. Then came another influx o population, 
but of so dolorous a sort that Cracow’s 
present increased housing of humans is cer- 
tainly the most painiully and pathetically 
abhorrent in all Europe. Ihe city is not 
more than ten English miles from the Russian 
frontier. During all the ünspeakably cruel 
persecutions of Russian Polish Jews «which 
have indignantly thrilled the civilized world 
during the past few years, Cracow has re- 
ceived and succoreda greater number of these 
helpless refugees than any other single Euro- 
pean city. 

So nearisthecity to the Russian frontier 
that every week, often nearly every day, wit- 
nesses processions of these outcasts given 
speed across the border by the impetus of 
threatened Knout and lash, and the even 
more ggading fear of actual murder. In 1864 
lsaw with bursting and mutinous heart the 
God-forsaken folk of my own race as they 
were driven from Atlanta, while their bomes 
were burned behind them. But revolting as 
was that brutal scene of so-called ‘‘military 
necessity, it could not be compared with 
what is of such common occurrence here 
— it attracts no further comment or atten- 
tion. 

Two great objects of interest will be found 
before youenter the city. To the north tis 
one of the most gigantic embattled fortresses 
in Europe. Austria has always claimed that 
this was for use as a frontier fortress in the 
event of Russian hostilities. As nearly 1,000 
sples in citizen’s clothing are said to be still 
in use in Cracow and the immediate vicinity, 
the Polish peasantry prefer to believe It was 
bullt and is kept manned forthe purposes of 
awe and effectual subjugation. 

In any event it forms a threatening answer 
toa still greater monument to national feel- 
ing which may be found but three miles 
distant upon the eminence of Brownislawae. 
This is the coliossal Kosciusko Mound. 

Over in Ireland the humble peasantry, loyal 
in their memories for even legendary hero or 
Saint, when passing the spot where the body 
fell or was interred, cast pebbles upon the 
grave and murmur prayers for the repose of 
the soul. <A similar Polish national adoration 
of the brave andthe good, has resulted in 
this most curious memorial mound in Chris- 
tendom. It is 150 feet high and is principally 
formed of earth, brought insacks and bar- 
row loads with infinite toll from all the bat 
tle nelds famous in Polish history. Grim 
and tragic is the satire upon this sa- 
cred heurt-built memorial, on the part of 
relentless power. When it was nicely com- 
pleted the Austrians found it an excellent 
pedestal for one of the huge detached forts 
with which they proceeded to surround Cra- 
cow in a five miles circle. 

The outer walls of the city itself are very 
interesting and massive. They will remind 
you of the tremendous walls of old Neurem- 
berg, down in Bavaria. They are quite as 
high and thick, but are varied at inter- 
vals with surmounting towers, both 
square and round, of immense thick- 
ness and great height with most picturesque 
minaretted roofs. The gateways are quite 
as remarkable as those at Malta, and are 
given great additional quaint charm by their 
curious old shrines, These are very ancient; 
indeed, so old that the carving of the fort- 
ture and images are almost wholly defaced. 
From this fact alone they seem to attract the 
greatest number of worshipers, and on many 
occasions Ihave been scarcely able to pass 
beneath these huge archways owing tothe 
crowds packed like panicky sheep upon their 
knees against the shrines. 

Round about and within the old city at 
this season of the year, just as the foliage is 
beginning toshow along the banks of the 
Vistula and among the gigantic trees of the 
ancient promenades, a casual glance gives 
the impression of serenity and 
even brightness. One feels as 
though quiet and satisfled content must 
reign within and without. But once inside 
the massive gateways, the heart sickens at 
what the eyes continually behold. 

Soldiers are everywhere. Gay in their rich 
trappings they spurn their fellow civilians as 
though they were beasts. Were I one of these 
human animals beneath them I would surely 
answer their insults with dynamite or melan- 
ite; and one has only to move about these 
streets an hour to understand and condone 
the awful revenges the goaded humans of 
some of these old-world hives are taking upon 
their oppressors. No Polish lowly woman 
can walk these streets without beastly in- 
sult. No Jewish maiden is safe in her 
own doorway from these uniformed jackals. 
Ihavé witnessed Outrages by the Austrian 
military without number too unspeakably 
horrible to be put in print. They are so com- 
mon, their victims are so helpless, the slav- 
isunèss of their powerlessness is so hopeless 
ior change or attention or justice that their 
tormentors have even ceased to smile at their 
own devilish ingenuity of outrage. 

Some of these things cannot be repeat- 
ed. Here are a few instances of simple 
brutality out of scores I have myself wit- 
nessed In Cracow. A landlord, offended by 
the awkwardness of a Polish servant, struck 
him in the face with a carving steel, breaking 
all his front teeth. The guests laughed 
aloud and the victim was directed to wash 
the blood from his mouth and continue serv- 
ing the table. At one of the gateways, a 
nobleman was being driven into the city. 
The kneeling crowd praying before the shrine 
not moving rapidly enough to suit him, the 
driver was ordered to ride over them, which 
he did, bruising and injuring many youths 
and women, 


A detachment of Austrian cavalry leaving 
the city for change of patrol at the Russian 
frontier, on arriving at the Cloth-hall on the 
Market-Place was somewhat annoyed by the 
frenzied movement of the peasant market- 
men in their efforts to get out ofthe way. 
An officer, whose horse shied from contact 
with a rustic carrying some fowls slung over 
his shoulder in willow cages, drew his saber 
and, with a savage overhead cut severed two 
fingers from the defenseless man’s hand. 
Apparently it would have been quite the 
same had the man’s head followed his 
fingers. 

As though this were not sufficient infamy, 
a foot soldier standing near, after an humbie 
salute to the brave officer, picked the dissey- 
ered fingers from the street and tossed them, 
as though they had been links of sausage, to 
A of half-famished dogs shrinking ‘and 
snarling beneath a Hungarian Gypsy cart 
standing near, and these animals devoured 
them after nearly devouring each other in 
battle over these unusual and delicious mor-

around every opportunity of the slightest 
gain. But thousands upon thousands exist 
in a condition of such awful want, starvation 
and misery that it would seem in any place 
where a God wasowned some touch of human 
consideration and pity might find expression. 
You cannot find it in Cracow. They are 
beaten from before soldiers and officials with 
staves. Police disperse begging crowds with 
swords, striking right and left and wounding 
promiscuously. 

Those of gentle (7?) blood seem to have ac- 
quired the right to avenge all Poland's 

national wrongs on these luckless humans. 
I have seen little girls not yet in their teens 
strike them apparently as a mere diversion. 
The aristocracy from highest to lowest con- 
sider it no crime to chastise them openly and 
unresented on any pretext of offense. The 
very next morning after my arrival here, I 
saw a half-naked Jewish child being carried 

along witha broken leg dangling from its 
body. It had amused some lordling or official 
in a carriage before which the little one had 
begged, to ride over it. I had some respect 
for Polish character, gained I will admit 
from Polish history, before I came to Cracow. 

Whatever the Polish aristocracy have been 
inthe past they are brutes beyond the lim- 
its of human language to reveal in their 
treatment of inferiors and especially of these 
Jewish wretches of misfortune and misery. 
And for my part Ican see no altar or shrine 
or crucifix or vicar of God in this ancient city 
without loathing emblem, place and priest 
wheresuch inhuman hearts can worse than 
murder and adore. 

My guide through the ghastly shell ofa civ- 
llized city was secured through incident of 
iniguitous brutality, trifilng indeed for 
Cracow, but still illustrative of its genial and 
kindly atmosphere. I had truly been unbear- 
ably pestered by a horde of Jews from money 
changers down to the mostsrepulsive of beg- 
gars, and finally conceived the pian of array- 
ing myself n the most Polish and least ex- 
pensive of attire. 

It proved a successful device. In this 
raiment I had visited the Tatra Mountains, 
and had returned to Cracow so torn by brush- 
wood and bespettered by mud of the higu- 
ways that 1 was quite free to enjoy the city 
from the nether side of aspect. It was a re- 
lief, — from strain upon both temper and 

purs 

In this nabllament and autitude I was 
standing before a baker’s window interested 
in an odd form of bread which is fashioned 
and bakedin an excellent imitation of a 
crown of thorns, much used during the 
Lenten period in ‘Galicia. Another stili more 
dolorous objeet than myself stood before the 
window. It was a Polish Jew, ragged, 
wasted, wan and old. I have seen longing and 
hunger on as many faces as has any other 
one who lives; but Inever before saw both 
ae pathetic and terrible asin this one white 

ace. 

At this momenta bevy of soldiers clanked 
by. Both myself and the ancient Jew stood 
at the edge of the pavement, quite out of 
their lordly way. Something in the old man’s 
face attracted the soldiers’ attention as well 
as my own. Some turned, glanced and 
cursed. One said with an oath: 

He will draw the loaves the window 
through with that nose!’’ 

I the loaf (crown of thorns) was his bell 
therein, it should cut with blood his paunc 
through, ’* sneered another. 

Ach, Gott!“ shouted the bravest of them 
all, as he sprang to the old man’s side, ina 
seeming frenzy of rage. I feared he would 
strike him down. But he did not. He only 
spat in his face and called him a ‘‘Jew dog!“ 
**Earth-rot,’’ and names beastlier still. Then 
they turned and went merrily away. 

And it is true that this poor old man, for 
fear of his life as he afterwards told me, dare 
not attempt to remove the froth foulness 
from his face until these Christian soldiery 
had turned into the market-place. But I had 
done it for him before that. 

I then led him into the baker’s, and then 
into a cafe, and then into a wine-shop, and 
Christian money never did quicker or more 
direct inissionary work than on that morn. 
ing when, God knows, forthe first and only 
time in my life Llonged to be a Rothschild. 

This poor stranded old human had been a 
Jewish teacher ina not remote Russian vil- 
lage, and had been knouted out of his home 
by Cossacks, his feeble wife . i in 
the flight from fright and tigue. He 
had got as far as Cracow. hat, as 
with thousands upon thousands more, was 
to be his living grave under conditions of 
misery and outrage more awful those 
which once made infamous the name of re- 
ligion in Madrid, Neuremberg or Salem 
unless the little I ‘spared him could get him 
to kinfolk in Berlin.

A GRAND PYROTECHNIC DISPLAY TOBE 
GIVEN ON THE RIVER. 


Arrival of the Sedalia Flambeau Club This 
Morning—The Big Parade To- Morrow 
Route of March—A. O. U. W. Games 
at the Fair Ground Visitors Throng- 
ing In to the Celebration.

WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY TEACHERS. 


Changes to Be Made in Mary Institute 
and Smith Academy. 


Washington University is being over- 
whelmed with gossip just now. Mary Insti- 
tute and Smith Academy are the subjects of 
most of it, the excitement about the 
negro question in the Manual Train- 
ing School having subsided somewhat. 
Quite a number of well-known teachers of 
Mary Institute and the academy will leave 


the two institutions at the end of the school 
year, and the faculties of private schools in 
the city will receive several accessions. 

The trustees of the University chose the 
present principal of Mary Institute and the 
Academy before ye elected Chancellor W. 
S. Onaplin to take charge of the whole insti- 
tution. Whenhe got here he found Princl- 
pal K. M. Sears at the head of Mary Institute, 
and Principal Joseph W. Fairbanks conduct- 
ing Smith Academy, Principal Sears suc- 
ceeded Prof. James H. Dillard, 
who came from Virginia to take 
Mary Institute, and left it at the end of two 
years to goto Tulane University, Louisiana. 
Prof. Dillara made no chunges among the In- 
stitute teachers while he was here. Dr. Fair- 
banks followed Denham Arnold, who re- 
signed the office of principal of Smith Acad- 
emy to establish Rugby. a school of his 
own, which drew largely from the patronage 
of the Academy and is nowa prosperous 
institution. As soon as Principals 
Sears and Fairbanks took charge, the 
began to reorganize the two schools, an 
friction was felt between them and the teach- 
ers. Three of the academy teachers left dur- 
ing the first term of Principal Fairbanks, Mr. 
Wright, Mr. Offut and Mr. Griswold. The 

rincipal brought on several teachers from 

he Kast and began this session witha full 
corps again. Ihere was soon more dis- 
agreement between the 
the teachers and three more teachers 
will gO at the end of this 
year. Charles H. Stone and Miss Inez Borden 
will go to Rugby and Paul E. Moore will go to 
Harvard. Principal Fairbanks said to-day 
that he was sorry that there had been reports 
of ill-feeling in respect to these academy 
changes. ‘Jhere was none. The changes had 
been effected with perfect understanding be- 
tween him and the teachers who were going 


into other schools. 

Principal Sears will have neither Mme. 
Clairmont, Mrs. Kate J. Brainard or Miss 
Sawyer with him next year. He said to-day 
that the changes he was making were caused 
by remodeling the preparatory course. 
There had been no changes in the academic 
departments. He was getting the best 
teachers wherever he could findthem. In 
fact,’’ said he, all the appointments I have 
made so far,tofill vacancies, have been of 
St. Louls teachers.’’

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WOMEN IN COUNCIL. 


Chicago Thronged With Delegates From 
Various Parts of the Union. 


CriIcaGco, III., May 11.—To-day began the 
biennial meeting of the General Federation 
of Women’s Clubs of America at Central 
Music Hall. Dr. Sarah Hackett Stevenson, 
President of the Women’s Club of Chicago, 
made the address of welcome upon the open- 
ing of the session, in the morning, and the 
freedom of the city was cordially extended 
to the fair visitors. It was responded to by 


the President of the Federation. 

Delegates from at least 200 clubs in various 
States are in attendance. 

The officers of the Federation who will take 
charge of the meeting until their successors 
are named are: President, Mrs. Charlotte 
Emerson Brown, Orange, N. J.; Mrs. May 
Wright Sewall, Indianapolis, Vice-President; 
Mrs. J. C. Croly, New York, Recording Secre- 
tary; Miss May B. Temple, Knoxville, Tenn., 
Corresponding Secretary; Mrs. Jane 0. 
Cooper, Denver, Treasurer, and Mrs. Kate T. 
Woods, Salem, Mass., Auditor. 

No poltics will be discussed at this meeting 
as one of the sectionsof the federation con- 
stitution clearly prohibits politics or the ad- 
mission of women’s clubs having sectarian or 
political ends in view. Clubs whose aims are 
not primarily philanthropic are admitted 
according tothe address of the President. 
The most important feature of the gain to 
be achieved by women’s clubs is the school- 
ing in scientific housekeeping. Nowhere on 
earth is science so badly needed as in the 
household. The old slipshod methods of 
housekeeping that have ruined the health of 
s0 many have to go before the onward march 
of science. We intend to educate 
the members of the federation in economical 
household science. I think the time will 
come when even the most awkward woman 
of a far out rural district can take a course, 
so to speak, in the women’s clubs’ college of 
scientific housekeeping and graduate, all 
ready to say to her ‘intended’: ‘You do not 
need to fear that my biscuits will be heavy 
enough to killorthatmy pies will resemble 
railway eating-house sandwiches’ Just think 
what a benefit that will be to mankinid.’’

IT IS NOT GAMBLING. 


A Judicial Decision on a Suit to Recover 
Margins. 


PHILADELPHIA, Fa., May 11.—lIn the Su- 
preme Court Judge Mitchell delivered 
an opinion inthe case of Peters vs. Grim, 
which came up on appeal from the Common 
Pleas Court of Lehigh County, reversing the 
decree of the lower court. The suit was to 
recover buck money left with a broker as 
margin on stock operations which had been 
concluded, and the Supreme Court holds 


even if the transactions 
themselves illegal the plain- 
entitled to recover his 
deposit. Judge Mitchell 
urchase of stock for speculation, even 
when done merely on margins, ts not neces- 
sarily a gambling transaction. If one buys 
stock from A and borrows money from E to 
pay for it, there is no element of gambling in 
the operation, though he pledged the stock 
with Bas security forthe money. S0 If, in- 
stead of borrowing the money from B, a thira 
erson, he borrows it from A or B, or, in the 
anguage of brokers, procures A to carry“ 
the stock for him with or without margins, 
the transaction is not necessarily different 
in character, but in this latter 
case, there being no transfer or delivery 
of the stock, the Goubt arises as to whether 
the parties intended there snould ever be a 
urchase or dellvery at all. Here is the 
vividing line. If there was not, under the 
circumstances, tobe a delivery as part of 
and completing a purchase, then the trans- 
action is a mere wager on the rise and fall of 
prices, but if there was in good faith a pur- 
chase then the delivery might be postponed 
or made to depend on a future condition and 
the stock carried on margins or otherwise in 
the meanwhile without affecting the legality 
of the transactions.
